Saboteurs Slash Korean Telephone Lines 

SEOUL, Korea, Wednesday, April 21—(UP)—Telephone lines 
between Seoul and its port city of Inchon were slashed today in a 
mounting wave of leftist violence and sabotage that already has 
claimed at least 20 lives in the past 10 days. 

Several telephone poles between the key. port and the capital 
of the American-occupied southern zone of Korea were sawed off 
at the ground. 

The sabotage was stepped up to coincide with a Korean political 
meeting called at Pyongyang, capita! of the Russian northern zone. 

It was the first time the communications between the two cities 
in the southern zone had been touched. 

A radio message from the American airfield on Cheju said all 
land lines to other parts of the island were out.

Youth, 17, Booked in Slaying of 32-Year-Old Mother 


BOSTON, Wednesday, April 21—(4)—A 17-year-old youth was 
booked Tuesday night on suspicion of murder in the slaying of a 
slight 32-year-old mother of two, whose nude body was sfuffed in 
a copper boiler and thrown into Fort Point Channel. 

Police Capt. Louis di Sessa said the youth signed a confession in 
which he told how he stabbed and slashed the red-haired estranged 
wife of a Cambridge restaurant worker about a month ago, The 


day afternoon in Sweetwater 
‘Creek, near Lithia Springs. The 
body was found near Perkerson 
‘Mill bridge by ‘three Atlanta fish- 
ermen. ‘ 

Badly battered about the head, 
the woman wore a white uniform 
resembling that of either a nurse 
or waitress. She had been dead for 
several days, police said. 

Laundry marks found on the 
clothing led investigating officers 
to believe she was a resident of 
the Atlarta area. Atlanta police 
were searching the missing per- 


sons file for a possible clue to her 
identity 

State Patrol. officers also were 
checking a report of a woman 
missing from Bremen, who fitted 
the description of the dead 
woman. 


| The body was taken to Austell 
‘where it was examined by a phy- 
'sician. Although he said _ the 
‘wounds about the head could have 
‘been suffered in a fall from the 
‘bridge, he said he believes they 
had been administered prior to 
death. 


In addition to the white uni- 
form, the body’ was clad in a slip, 
a dark-colored jacket, and a pair 
of hose. Douglas County Sheriff 
Abercrombie said a small amount 
of black hair remained on the 
‘woman's ‘head. She had no teeth, 
‘he sa@id, and placed her age at 
from 30 to 50.

It's Up to the Miners, Now 


The burden ‘of proof that the United 
Mine Workers Union. has any semblance 
of responsibility left now shifts, at least 
to a great extent, from John L. Lewis to 
his subordinate leaders and the rank and 
file membership. 

Lewis has gambled and lost. For his 
disobedience to a court order he has been 
fined $20,000 and his union $1,400,000. 
Unless full-scale mining is resumed he 
stands to be on the receiving end of a jail 
sentence when he again comes before 
Judge Goldsborough on Friday. 

It-is interesting to note that Lewis es- 
caped a jail term on the first charge only 
at the insistence of the prosecuting at- 
torneys themselves. The ordinary citizen, 
without a. vast number of potential votes 
at his disposal, might well ask if he would 
be treated with the same deference under 
the circumstances. 

Lewis was fined for criminal contempt. 


He is yet to be sentenced for civil con- 
tempt, the jurist wisely waiting to see 
whether the miners return to work or 
whether they vent resentmert against the 
court by again quitting the mines. 

The miners not only have obligations 
under their contract but they also have a 
distinct obligation to the American people 
and, in the Iong run, to Western civiliza- 
tion itself. For if the American economy 
is disrupted by another protracted mine 
stoppage this country’s efforts to halt the 
spread of the Soviet Union will be severe- 
ly crippled. 

The miners and their leaders have had 
their day in court. Their case has been 
adjudicated in the manner guaranteed by 
law to them as American citizens. They 
had best accept the verdict in a manner 
befitting a citizen worthy of the name, 
for Congress and the people are in no 
mood to tolerate anarchy. 


The Democratic Vice President 


We note with some interest that former 
Gov. Ellis Arnall, speaking in Kansas City, 
was quoted as saying the Democratic Party 
should nominate a “liberal Southerner” 
as running mate to the presidential nomi- 
nee, thus providing “an answer to Henry 
Wallace.” 


Asked if he himself would accept it, if 
offered, he said: 
“Who could turn it down?” 


We doubt that Mr. Arnall will be of- 
fered the post, although we can think off- 
hand of no other person who would as 
well offset the Wallace appeal. Outside 
Georgia, Ellis Arnall is easily. the most 
popular and highly’ respected Southern 
political figure. 

It is the Wallace vote, estimated at 


somewhere around 5,000,000, which con- 
cerns the Democrats. There is one school 
which urges that Mr. Justice Douglas be 
named as the nominee. He would cut the 
ground from beneath the feet of Wallace. 
Still others want to go along with Truman, 
but name a liberal as Vice President. Mr. 
Arnall is the first to suggest this undis- 
covered personality be a Southern liberal. 

We doubt if the Party comes up with 
a Southerner. But it is an interesting pros- 
pect. What effect such a choice would 
have on the Southern revolt provides a 
subject for discussion. | 

But all of it illustrates effectively the 
poverty of the Party in available candi- 
dates. The Democratic Party has never 
before been so short on figures to com- 
mand national respect and attention. 


Stassen's New Campaign Methods 


' The late Eugene Talmadge attained 
considerable campaigning fame by having 
attached to his retinue a number of fol- 
lowers who would climb trees and shriek 
encouragement and admonitions to “give” 
‘em hell” at proper moments during the 
speaking. 

Many skilled campaigners have placed 
“hecklers” in their audiences to be sure 
that pointed questions were asked at 
studied points in the address, upon which 
the speaker could seize and develop his 
talk. 


Harold Stassen has taken these two 
elements, refined them down coensider- 
ably, and made them the most effective 
part of his very effective campaign. 


He talks to his audiences only after 
they are told they are not merely in- 
vited, but asked, to stay and ask ques- 
tions. The hostile: are expected to ask 
the most pointed and probing questions. 
None of these ruffle the Stassen temper. 


Stassen has developed great skill in 
handling himself, even on hostile ques- 
tions, to the degree that he makes friends 


of those who come to jeer. They remain, 
in the pattern of the traditional conclu- 
sion, to cheer. 


Stassen has really worked out a pat- 
tern for meeting the people. They like it. 
He also has devoted workers who organ- 
ize well and get out votes. 


In Ohio, for example, he is sure to 
pick up some delegates. He has given 
to campaigning a refreshing boldness 
which the people like. In bearding Taft in 
his Ohio den he has made friends. If he 
picks up a dozen of the possible 22 he 
will have destroyed Taft. He may pick 
up 18 or 20. 

Nothing succeeds like success. 

The Old Guard, including the National 
Chairman Carrol Reece, are set against 
him. They privately are saying they will 
not have him under any circumstances. 
But if he picks up votes in Ohio and gets 
delegates in Iowa he will surely win a 
vice presidential spot: The Old Guard 
may hate him, but it likes a vote-getter. 

Stassen has* introduced a new tech- 
nique. The people like it. We, who like 
it, too, are grateful it isn’t hillbilly bands.

It stretched 
muscles unused for years and cracked her make-up. 


This was the mood of America. 
Old John John L. Lewis long has been the hair shirt worn by 
most Americans. He is the ants in their pants; the 
itch in their cosmos. The Communists, of course, have demon- 
strated their tactics of terror so effectively that few persons longer 
are fooled by them. They showed in Italy, where the choice was 
between Uncle Joe and Uncle Sam, that they had a lot of power 
even though Uncle Joe had left them out on a limb when their 
own welfare began to conflict with that of Soviet Russia and with 
the already established Sovie. regime in Yugoslavia. 


In the midst of celebrating the decision over John L.

NEW YORK—tThe brevity of the announcement that “an atomic 
weapon” recently was tested at the proving grounds of the Atomic 


Energy Commission on Eniwetok Atoll is a sign of the edgy times. | 


Even as little as a year ago the test would have been made the | 
occasion of a loud junket to the Pacific—with reporters and radio | 
men falling over one another, the whirr of the PRO’s mimeograph | 
machine sounding through the night, the usual bickering between | 
the Army and the Navy and a lot of “Il was there” stories in the | 


papers and on the air. 

No outsiders can (or perhaps ever will) know just what took 
place at Eniwetok..It may have been a A-bomb touched off in 
very deep water—‘Test Charlie,’ I believe it was called when 
first planned in the Spring of 1946. But do we have any guinea pig 
boats out there? 

A deserted island may have been chosen and a A-bomb ex- 
ploded against its surface of earth and rocks or coral and trees. 
No A-bomb has ever exploded against such substance. 
of history’s A-bombs was exploded atop a 100-foot tower in the 


New Mexican desert. It dug a huge crater and turned the desert | 


sand and dirt into a vast saucer of broken jade. 


The Hiroshima, Nagasaki and “Test Able’ bombs were primed | 
to explode when still higher in the air than the tip of the Empire | 
The bomb used in “Test Baker” was exploded |

There was a report, shortly after the Hiroshima bomb, that if an | 


A-bomb were permitted to fall all the way to a street, or to land 
in general, and exploded on contact, it would contaminate a vest 
section of that assaulted area for perhaps 100 years to come.

Editor Constitution: I can’t keep from writ- 
ing you a few lines. I have been a reader of 
The Constitution for 15 or more years and like 
your editorials just fine, as well as the rest of 
the paper. 

In 1945 I got a chance to buy a small farm, 
200 acres, with small down payment. 

Owing to the fact I don’t have much help, 
I wasn’t able to save enough feed in the Sum- 
mer of ’46 to carry my cows through the follow- 
ing Winter, so it took me nearly all the Summer 
to repay my Winter feed bill. So, in this past 
Fall I set out to have me some grazing patches. 
I worked hard, bought over $400 worth of clover 
and grain seed and fertilizer, mostly on a credit, 
to plant these patches, and the Winter has been 
so cold none of these have done very much. 
Then, too, it has rained so much I couldn’t graze 
the cows, anyway. Just the same, I had all I 
could get tied out in the fields. Cows had to 
eat right on, consequently I am about $250 to 
$300 in the hole for cow feed alone. 


I hardly know what butter is. We never

have any. Sometimes I get a cupful to go in’ 
coffee (I mean milk). We make up bread with 
water. I do not smoke, chew or drink, do not 
have a car or truck, and get up at 5 a. m., hurry 
to the barn, put in feed, milk, clean barn and 
utensils, catch a horse, rush to field, quit at 4 
p. m., only to milk, clean barn and feed stock. 

These people keep griping about the price of 
milk. The producer is not getting it. The mid- 
dle man is the one, and the feed concerns. The 
dairyman would be glad for milk to be cut if 
only the price of grain would drop in propor- 
tion. I just sold $150 worth of cows and calves 
last week to help out with the feed bill. The 
cow doctors are so high, will not make me a 
visit under $10. I’ve spent $150 in the last one 
and a half years on medicine for cows.

THOMAS L. STOKES 
The Lesson of the Primaries 


WASHINGTON—The presidential primaries thus far offer a lesson that points 
the way to reform in the present restricted system of public expression on can- 
didates in advance of the national conventions. The scattered tests have demon- 
strated the value of this sampling of public opinion by ballot test. That, in turn, 
suggests that it would be still better and more informative to the national con-. 

ventions if the people of every State, instead of just a few, had an opportunity to express themselves. 
It would make for more democratic procedure and minimize the danger of boss-dictated conventions. 

The tests this year have been highly illumi- 
nating—eye-openers in fact. Without them, for 
instance, we would have had no evidence, aside 
from the polls and the claims of his managers, 
of how popular Harold Stassen has become with 
the rank and file of his party. The voters went 
to the polls in two States and said so with their 
ballots, and you can’t go back of the voters under 
our system. 

Wisconsin and Nebraska, of course, do not 
make the nomination of themselves. They are, 
however, representative States in what we call 
the agricultural Midwest and the results there 


indicate clearly that a new figure has emerged 
as the favorite of a sizable area, something that 
would not have been known generally otherwise.

The presidential primary was a reform of 
many years ago. Its purpose was to get an ex- 
pression by the people as a guide for the conven- 
tion and to make the convention more responsive 
to the popular will. But, instead of spreading 
the years, it has contracted, so that fewer States 
now have such primaries than when it was 
initiated. While the system has been useful and 
informative on its restricted scale, it leaves much 
to be desired for many reasons, among them that 
some candidates never go voluntarily into a test 
anywhere, while others pick choice spots. 


It would be beneficial to widen the primary to 
include every State and on a uniform basis and 
require that every candidate be entered, as in 
Nebraska, which would be a good model. That 
would give a national expression of opinion. 
That would have to be done, of course, by in- 
dividual action of the States, since they control 
their own election laws. 


Most significant, perhaps, is the case of Sen. 
Robert A. Taft, of Ohio. The Senator did not 
elect to stand the test in Nebraska, but under 
the new “popularity poll” system there his name 
was entered, along with the other candidates, and 
he could not avoid it. His preference was for a 
test only in his own State. The agricultural Mid- - 
west, a bulwark of Republicanism, had been re- 
garded as conservative and inclined to the regular 
GOP pattern into which the Senator fits more 
appropriately than any of the other leading con- 
tenders. That seemed particularly true of Ne- 
braska. Yet the Senator made a very poor show- 
ing despite support by the regular organization 
machine dirécted by~Sen. Hugh Butler. That 
appeared to indicate that something has hap- 
pened among the people of the Midwest, and it 
is helpful for convention delegates generally to

We observed yesterday the 
case of the road hog, who con- 
stantly got into his partner's 
way. He was a trying individual, 
but this must be said for him: 
While he was usually getting up 
front and clogging up traffic, if 
his partner wanted to get out 
and take the lead he would not 
deliberately push him off the 
road. The latter type we are 
dealing with today. He takes 
charge of all situations and 
partner’s opinions are given lit- 
tle if any weight. The 13 cards 
in his own hand are the only 
guides. 

The bidding atrocity is re- 
corded above as it was actually 
perpetrated. South’s opening bid 
of two diamonds will pass 
muster. With a reasonable break 
in trumps he holds a hand that 
is within one trick of game and 
if he is lucky enough to find a 
few key cards in his partner’s 
hand a slam may be reached. 
West’s bid of three clubs is 
pointless in the extreme. In view 
of South’s announcement of 
great strength the bid is little 
short of barking at the moon. It 
cannot impede the opponents 
and gives them the option of col-

lecting a lucrative penalty, if 
they stay awake. 

North’s double was from the 
heart and should have resulted 
in a harvest of 1,400 points. 
South’s refusal to stand for the 
double shows the instincts of the 
“charge-taker”’ at their very 
height. He argued that he did 
not wish to miss a slam if there 
was one. This is unsound reason- 
ing. I think it is reasonable for 
him to assume that his partner 
likes slams just as much as he 
does, and if he thought there 
was any chance for slam he 
would not double the three club 
bid. Indeed even if he theught 
there was only a game he would 
not be inclined to double the 
club bid unless he felt that it 
was worth while. South had a 
perfect hand for defense against 


‘clubs and should have been de- 


lighted to leave it in. 

When North did the next best 
thing and went to three no 
trump, South had overstayed 
the market and should have 
rested there. His leap to six dia- 
monds was not far removed 
from madness, He was defeated 
800 points for a net swing of 
2,200 points, 

While the trump break was 
unfortunate it should not have 
been remote from  contempla- 
tion. South might have taken 
soundings. From-» the circum- 
stance than West, though vul- 
nerable, was willing to under- 
take a nine-trick contract against 
a demand bid, it may be as- 
sumed that he is short in dia- 
monds, and if North cannot sup- 
port the suit, which his double 
suggests, they can be expected 
to be stacked in the East hand. 

Where a player has painted a 
reasonably accurate picture of 
his holdings it seems to me the 
better part of valor to abide by 
partner’s decision.
